States, where I have resided as a Bishop sixteen years, 
and was sent thirty-five years ago as a missionary. 

“ Generally, we ought to consider all the new bish- 
oprics of Ainerica, as sees destitute of all resources, 
which can never be solidly established, unless, for 
halfa century, they are aided by rich and pious souls 
in Europe, with zealous and learned missionaries, with 
money, and with all kinds of church vessels, orna- 
ments, and decorations. . ; oF 

‘To give you a clear idea of these bishoprics in the 
United States, | will briefly narrate my own situation, 
when the court of Rome, on the presentation of Mgr. 
Carroll, had nominated me to the see of Bardstow n— 
Willing or unwilling, 1 was obliged to accept it; 1 had 
not a farthing at my command ; the Pope and the Car- 
dinals, who had all been dispersed by the revolution, 
could make me not the smallest present; and M . Car- 
roll, although he had been for sixteen years a bishop, 
was poorer than I—for he was in debt, and 1 owed 
nothing. ‘They proceeded at once to consecrate me, 
on the 4th of Nov 1510; but, for want of money to de- 
fray the journey, L could not set out. It Was not un- 
til six months after, that, in consequence of a contribu- 
tion made in Baltimore, 1 was able to reach Bards- 
town, my episcopal seat. On the ‘th of June, In11, 1 
entered this little village, accompanied by two priests, 
und three young men, students for the ecclesiastical 
condition. “Not only had Ino money in my purse, but 
had been obliged to borrow nearly two thousand 
franés fur the journey. So, without cash, without a 
house, without possessi yns, and almost without infor- 
mation, | found myselfin the middle of a diecese two 
or three times large r than all France, containing five 
large States and two immense Territories, and able to 
converse but imperfectly in the language of the coun- 
try itself Add to this, that almost all my Catholics 
were emigrants, and v ry poorly accommodated 

“ Afier this faithful description, which will suit all 

the Western bishoprics except New Orleans, where 
should Ihave been, my dear D —, if my kind 
friends of America and Europe had not generously 
succoured me, and if IT had not made the best use pos- 
sible of their abundant alms Alas! 1 should have 
done nothing—I should have vegetated—all would 
have vet remained to be commenced. It is very true, 
that, with the aid of friends and the grace of God, 1 
have formed establishments which excite the admira- 
tion even of those who have most effectually laboured 
with me in erecting them. But, because I have known 
how to put to profit the precious gifts I have received 
—because I have begun in an admirable manner,— 
must I be left there to behold the decay and ruin of 
what had offered such flattering hopes for the future ? 
Would it not be better to aid me still in consolidating 
what 1 had established with sweat and toil,—so that, 
in a few years, my seminaries should be, as it were, a 
branch of the Propaganda of Rome, in which might be 
trained a sufficiency of missionaries for Kentucky and 
the dioceses adjacent? Already am IJ furfiished with 
buildings, which can contain a hundred young persons, 
and this number I could procure, had [ the means of 
feeding and decently clothing them, and could I fur- 
nish the books necessary for their education. 1 beg 
you, inform the directors, that our Americans aye not 
like the people of the East Indies.* | Sprung from Eu- 
ropeans, they have the intelligence, the resources, the 
customs and manuers necessary for the most brilliant 
education, and are capacitated to receive it. Some of 
my Kentuckian priests would do themselves honour at 
Paris and at Rome, by*their knowledge, quickness of 
yerception, learning, and extemporaneous ¢ loquence.— 
They easily bend to the rules of the Seminary; ac- 
quire — more solid than showy ; are fond of learn- 
ing, and capable of great application. Give me only 
sutlicient funds, and a few serious and well instructed 
professors, and L can assure the gentlemen, Directors 
of the Association for the Propagation of the Fuith, 
that I will soon form a sufficiency of priests for even 
the savages. I may indeed assert, that the savages 
can never be assured of having missionaries constant- 
ly, until it shall be found practicable to form them in 
the country itself. Finally, it is a falsehood to say 
that there are no savages in my diocese. Many na- 
tions of these poor barbarians, inhabit the borders of 
Indiana and Illinois, to States depending still on my 
jurisdictiont But have yet so great need of priests 
for the Catholics around me, that it has not been pos- 
sible I should employ myself in managing a mission 
altogether different from that Iam now conducting.— 
The almost invincible repugnance these savages show 
to civilization, the degeneracy and brutishness of their 
powers of mind, their implacable hatred and revenge, 
their almost constant and disgusting drunkenness, their 
insurmountable indolence, their roving, vagabond life, 
more ee now since the vicinity of the whites 
has deprived them of game ; all this united—with their 
continual traffic among the whites, which cannot be 
hindered, as long as the republican government shall 
subsist}—must render the labours of missionaries 
among them almost fruitless. 

“ God forbid,’ he adds, “ that 1 should decry such 
Missions ; but | have been convinced for several years 
that the missions among whites are much more Valua- 
bie, in regard to both the progress and the honour of 
religion. For, since the holy Catholic religion has 
exhibited herself in Kentucky with acertain splendour, 
—since schools for girls and boys, into which all sects 
are admitted, have been multiplied, our many ehurch- 
es built, and our doctrine clearly and solidly « xplained 
in them on Sundays and festivals, the most happy rev- 
olution is effected in her favour. To the most invete- 
rate prejudices have succeeded astonishment, admira- 
oe and the desire of knowing our principles. Now

The extract we propose to give consists of editorial 
remarks on intelligence respecting the ‘“ Mission of 
Ohio.” The editor at the commencement of No. xvi. 
published in Jan. 1829, observes : 

“ In our 9th number, we gave the Association some 
interesting details respecting the establishment of the 
bishopric of Cincinnati ; we exhibited the wants of 


| this immense diocese, and recounted the first labours

of the Prelate, to whom the Holy See has committed 
the charge of this rising church. Mgr. Fenwick bas 
already employed ail his resources in laying the foun- 


| dation of a cathedral ; aided by the Association for the 


Propagation of the Faith, he has seen this edifice grad- 
| ually rise; and at length, on the 17th of December, 
1226, he was enabled to celebrate its consecration.— 
Eleven other churches or chapels have been built in 
difierent poranes. The Protestants themselves rejoice 
at the sight of these temples erected to the true God, 
and feel a peculiar attachment for the Catholic wor- 
ship, whose pomp and splendour form so striking a 
contrast with the barrenness and nudity of Protestant 
worship. ? P ‘ 
Tt. «calor of missionaries in Ohio has not tm- 
creased; on the contrary, some of the assistants of the 
venerable Bishop of Cincinnati have quitted him for 
various reasons. One of the most zealous among them, 
M. Bellamy, who resided at Raisin river, in Miclt- 
| gan, has embarked for the missions of the East. éle 
Le not been deterred by the poverty and wretchedmess 
which were his lot. His apostolic courage has con- 
ducted him to a country where there are greaterpPtva- 
tions to support, greater conflicts to sustain, greater 
evils to endure.

“ Let us now consi@r the missions of America.— 
In this country we fied not, as tn India, a government 
which proseribes ch#stianity The government of the 
United States has tought fit to adopt a complete indif- 
ference towards gf the religions. Missionarie s, there 
fore, have neithef persecution to fear, nor protection to 
hope Their ministry, however, is not the less labo 
rious 
“Tt is easy t? conceive what fatigue must be endur 
ed, and what perils must be incurred by those apostol- 
e men, whoare travelling without cessation the rug- 
autais of Kentucky and Tennessee, or the for- 
ests of Ohvo, Missouri, Indiana, Hlinois. ete The 
traveller, whom necessity conducts into 
portions of the United States, cannot penetrate them 
without trembling Ile most seale precipices, tra- 
verse the streams, the muddy marshes, the tangled 
woods; his progress is disputed by ferocious beasts 
and loathsome reptiles; during the day, he is terrified 
at the vast solitude which surrounds him,—and fears 
he shall fail inte the midst of some tribe of inhospita- 
ble savages; and when night arrives, he enjoys no re- 
pose—for, if he sleeps, itis but a disturbed slumber.— 
Ilis excited imagination presents continually before 
him the rattle-snake, the tiger of the forest, or bear of 
the mountain, or alligator of the stream Charity, 
evangelical zeal alone can engage the missionaries 
to suffer exile in these distant regions. Each of them 
is charged with aparish of sixty, eighty, or near a hun- 
dred leagues in extent. They traverse it unceasingly, 
to furnish the catholics confided to their care with the 
aids of their ministry ; and the year closes before they 
have been able to visit them all. Genuine pilgrims on 
j earth, they make no where a long abode; nothing 
stops them in their apostolic career, neither the pene- 
trating cold nor the overpowering heat—both exces- 
| sive in this climate. They advance with no other 
arms than a cross, for in the cross they find the neces- 
| sary strength to sustain such fatigue,and to despise the 
many dangers they meet at every step. Often does 
night overtake them in the midst of the woods. The 
| hissing of snakes, and cries of ferocious beasts sound in 
their ears. The ruins of an Indian hut afford them a 
retreat, and they fall asleep, reflecting that Providence 
| is watching over them. Oh power of charity! O 
prodigy of apostolic zeal ! 

“The missions of America are of high importance 
to the Church. ‘The superabundant population of an- 
cient Europe is flowing towards the United States. — 
Each one arrives, not with his religion, but with his 
indifference. ‘The greater part are disposed to embrace 

| the doctrine, whatever it be, which is first preached to 
them. We must make haste; the moments are pre- 

| cious. America may one day become the centre of 
civilization; and, shall truth or error establish there 

| itsempire? Ir THE PRUTESTANT SFCTS ARE BEFOKE- 
HAND WITH US, IT WILL BE DIFFICULT TO DESTROY 
THEIR INFLUENCE. 

“Mgr. Fenwick,” adds the editor, “is labouring 

with an admirable zeal to combat this influence of the 
| protestant sects in the mission entrusted to him. Nu- 
merous conversions have already crowned his efforts ; 
and he has even been able to establish a convent, all 
| the nuns of which are protestants, who have abjured 
their former faith.” 
But we have no space for further extracts from this 
| deeply interesting, and to us humiliating correspond- 
ence. It remains only to state briefly what was done 
in France for the last year, towards sustaining the Ro- 
mish missions in our heretofore fondly-termed Protest- 
| ant Republic ;—concerning which we should not speak 
| in such terms, were it not that we know the religion of

It should, be constantly borne in mind, that there 
was not in any heathen language, till Christian missiona- 

| ries introduced it, a single book on doctrinal or practical 
religion; or such a book on any subject, as is adapted to 
enlighten the mass of the people, or improve their charac- 
ter. How are the heathen to obtain such books if Christian 
benevolence does not furnish them? And how can they be 
furnished without large funds? To furnish all the books 
necessary to elevate and purify a degraded and corrupt peo- 
ple is a great and expensive work. Many of these books 
could be furnished by the missionaries now in the field, if 
| the funds attheir disposal were adequate. These books 


would, in some measure, supply the place of additional mis- | 


sionaries. If the churches cannot send forth living preach- 


ers, they ought to provide the Scriptures and tracts—the 
best substitutes iy their power. 


It may, therefore, be repeated, that those who can fur- | 
nish funds need not withhold them under the apprehension, | 


that there will be no missionaries. Nothing will be more 

likely to direct the minds of young men to the work, than 

| the knowledge that there are fields white for the harvest 

and open for them to enter and reap ; and that there are 

funds in waiting sufficient to furnish and send them forth. 

Besides, it has been shown, that a great increase of funds 

is needed, even if there should be no increase in the num- 
ber of missionaries. ; 

Theological students, on the other hand, of good mission- 

ry qualifications, should not neglect to consider their own 

| duty relative to fureign missions, and to consecrate them- 

selves to the enterprise, under the apprehension that there 

will be no junds to send them forth. Let them feel that un-

‘To day he entered on his pre- 
paratory studies, with a view to college and then 
to Andover. LT cannot but hope that ihe Lord 
hath need of him.” 

Remark.—-Aimong the hopeful converts to 
Christ on the field of missionary labor, there are 
notatew, whose early change of character pre- 
| pares them to become the heralds of salvation to a 
dying world. And this isa point of light in which 
it is pleasant to contemplate the cause of Domestic 
Missions. "The chief impediment in the way of the 
universal spread of the gospel, is found in the in- 
sufficient number of those who are qualified by 
grace and by education for the work of pastors, 
and evangelists. \ 





But this number is annually in- 
creasing, both from the ranks of opulent and indi- 
gent youth, through the labors of missionaries, 
There are few revivals in our feeble churches, 
Which do not furnish from among their fruits, some 
devoted young men, whose hearts burn with de- 
sires for extended usefulnegs, and who chee itully 
forsake hovees and lands, fathers and mothers, 
brothers and sisters for the sake of preaching that 
gospel, which has proved the power of God and 
the wisdom of God to their own salvation. We 
are gratified that we have itin our power to record 
the iustance above, and should he happy to record 
others of the same kind, were they communicated 
to us with equal particularity. But it’ the triends 
of Hlome Missions are not only contributing to the 
conversion of those who shall be saved themselves, 
as brands plucked froin the burning,—but to the 
conversion of many who shall become jnstrumen- 
tal in the salvation of multitudes more—will they 
not thank God for the privilege, and take courage 
to persevere in the duty of sustaining the cause? 
Young men are brought forward every vear to 
the work of the ministry, who trace their first re- 
ligious impressions, and their subsequent purpose 
of self consecration to the service of the Lord, to 
the faithfulness of Domestic Missionaries; and 
shall not such missionaries be encouraged by the 
support—shall they not be assisted by the prayers, 
of allin the land, who love the Lord Jesus Christ?

_ BIBLE CAUSE.

THE TWO YEARS’ SUPPLY. 


It is now generally known, that at the last Anni- 
versary of the American Bible Society, a resolution 
| was adopted to endeavor to supply every destitute 
family in the Union with a copy of the Holy Serip- 
tures in the course of two years, in case Auxiliaries 
and friends would co-operate, seasonably furnish the 
means, &c. The inquiry is often made of late, 
“ What prospect of carrying this resolution into 
effect?” 

In reply, | would say, that although most of the 
first year has passed by, and that less is yet accom- 
plished than could be wished, it is still in the power 
of the friends of the Bible to redeem their pledge 
if all will do their duty. 

The Managers of the Parent Society had, in 

the beginning, three grounds of fear in relation to 
| this enterprize. First, that they could not prepare 
the requisite number of books; secondly, that they 
could not raise sufficient means; (hirdly, that they 
could not find a sufficient number of explorers and 
| distributors. 
The first ground of fear is now removed. ‘The 
| printer of the Society, and the binder, have so en- 
larged their means for manufacturing books, that 
almost any quantity can be made if money is sea- 
sonably furnished as donations, and for books sold. 
The Depository now contains 100,000 bound books 
and 200,000 more in printed sheets, which could 
soon be bound and ready for distribution. If the 
resolution, therefure, is not carried into effect, it 
will not fail because the Parent Society could not 
| prepare the books. 

The pecuniary prospect of this undertaking is 
less favorable. Not that there has been a want of 
yecuniary pledges; not that some pledges have not 
Genn nobly redeemed, and considerable sums of 
money received, but that these receipts have not 
kept pace with the expenditures. ‘The sums of 
money pledged to this enterprize are something like 
$100,000, about one-third of which has been paid 
into the treasury. But the expenditures in getting 
a stock of Books ready (which the Board dare not 
fail to do,) have been far greater than these re- 
ceipts, even When added to receipts for books sold. 
‘The Managers have been much more disappointed 
in not receiving pay for books vut on long credit, 
than in any failure to redeem pledges of donations. 
If these books sold had been paid for, the Managers 














would not be, as they now are $23,600 in debt to 
Banks for money borrowed. 

But notwithstanding this comparatively unfa- 
vorable view of the pecuniary state of the riety, 
there is no evil here which cannot be easily and 
quickly removed if all friendly to this teo years? 
enterprize will do their duty. A little eflorton the 
part of Auxiliaries in debt for books, would soon 
| raise the means for the liquidation of their respec- 

tive debts, and consequently cause the liquidation 
of the Parent Society’s debt. It is earnestly re- 
quested thal Officers and Managers of Societies 
still in debt for books, will do all in their power to- 
wards the payment of the same before the coming 
Anniversary in May. If this is generally done, and 
something liberal done toward redeeming pledges 
| Of donations, then it can be said, in May, hat the 

second ground of fear is removed—the fear that 
suffictent money could not be raised. 

The third ground of fear, namely, as to the dis- 
| tribution of books, is yet unremoved, though there 

are hy no means grounds here for despair. New- 
their resPeonselzania. and Maryland, have supplied 
Vermont, Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Connect 
cut, and New-York, have nearly completed their 
task. Maine and Ohio have each supplied several 
counties, and are now engaged in supplying others. 
Virginia, N. Carolina, 8. Carolina, ankueke, Lou- 
isiana, and Illinois, have each, as States, undertak- 
en to supply their destitute families. More than 
one half of the counties of Georgia are pledged to 
asimilar supply. One county in Mississippi has 
been supplied, and an eflort is now making to sup- 
ply other parts of that State. In Alabama, a Bible 
convention is called this month, for the purpose of 
taking measures to supply that State. In Indiana 
a State Bible Society has been formed with the in- 
tention, it is hoped, (no official letter having yet 
come to hand) of supplying that State. In Mis- 
sourl, one or two counties are supplied, and some 
extra efforts have been made in others. In Michi- 
gan and Arkansaw ‘Territories, as well as in Flori- 
da, a few Auxiliaries have been formed, and a be- 
ginning made toward a general supply. It appears 
on looking over the United States, that almost ev- 
ery portion of it, besides being reached by the res- 
olution of the Parent Society, is also covered by a 
resolution of some of its Auxiliaries. Now all this 
would be truly cheering, were there not so much 
yet to be done toward carrying these good resolu- 
tions into efleet. "The most of the first year in 
which this great work was to bedone has fled, and 
‘there remains yet much land to be possessed.” 
But even on this point | would say, that there is 
no ground for despair if all the friends of the Bible 
will do their duty. Let those Societies which have 
heen for some time in debt for books, pay their 
debts soon: let those which have pledged donations 
remit them as early as practicable: let those Socie- 
| ties in the older States which have undertaken to 
supply t@eir destitute finish this work and report 
| the present vear: let those at the South and West 
| do all in their power the present year, and make 
their calculations to finish their supply the coming 
year: let books be sent for at once by Societies 
whieh can pay for them down, or within three, six, 
of mime months: let them be requested as a dona- 
tion where they cannot be purchased: let Agents, 
Ministers of the Gospel, Editors of religious papers, 
and friends of the Bible, of every denomination, 
urge on this glorious work, let supplications ascend 
from every pulpit, every monthly concert, every 
family altar, and every pious heart, that the Lord 
would give free course to his word, and we shall 
yet be able, by May 1881, to rejoice that one entire 
nation is blessed with the oracles of God. Yes, 
this great work can be done. ‘The means for its 
accomplishment can be raised, the books ean be 
made, and, with an eflort, they ean be distributed. 
But there must be an effort on the part of all. 
Every nerve must be strung, every hand must be 
put forth, fervent prayers must be offered, and sac- 
rifices must be made, and all this must commence 
soon. No time is to be lost. 

In closing this communication [ would say, that 
if this undertaking fails, it will fail in a good meas- 
ure for want ofa sufficient number of experienced 
faithful Agents. {a few of our known influential 
Pastors of churches would consent to leave their 
charges, and act as Agents during a part of the 
coming year, at the South and West, they would 
do much, very much, toward carrying this resolu- 
tion into effect. It is respectfully suggested, that 
such take this matter into serious and prayerful 
consideration.

From the Vt. Chronicle. 
THE INDIAN QUESTION, 
[Remarks by the Editor, afier inserting a part of the Cireu- 
lar sent out from Boston through Massachusetts. ] 

No subject, for some months past, has given us 
more painful anxiety, than that presented in the 
above circular. ‘To array the religious public ei- 
ther for or against any political party, we should 
esteem an evil of the first magnitude, and of which 
there is some danger. ‘To misrepresent the actions 
or intentions of the general government, is a thing 
which may not be done, and yet, which it is 
somewhat diflicult to avoid; as their language does 
not always appear to be consistent with itself. But 
we cannot consent to see the Indians driven from 
their homes, the plighted faith of the nation viola- 
ted, and all those moral principles, by which repub- 
lics can live, trodden in the dust; for freedom can 
he preserved, only by the cultivation of those mor- 
al principles, which will be violated by the removal 
of the Indians, or by subjecting them to other laws 
than their own, without their own consent, fairly 
obtained. We have also had our doubts, whether 
numerous petitions from the north, would not do 
injury, by exciting the jealousy of the South. 

“We say, we have had such doubts; for we have 
none at present. Weare fully convinced, that it 
is expedient to petition Congress on the subject. 
One reason is, that if the Indians are sacrificed, 
| we may wash our hands of their blood,—may re- 

tain a portion of our community, unstained with 
| guilt,and unbroken in principle. Besides;—there 

is Treason to hope, that they may be saved, and 
that numerous petitions will aid in saving them, 

On this point, we cannot speak at length; we will 

only say, that our opinion is supported by that of 
| very able men, who have the very best opportuni- 

ty to be well informed, beth at Washington and 
elsewhere. + dn 
We wish our readers to give this circular an at- 
tentive perusal. Of its signers, five are distin-

ISLANDS. 

The following intelligence, which we copy from the 
Philadelphia Christian Advocate, is communicated by 
Miss Ogden, Missionary at the Sandwich Islands, to her 
friends in this country, in a letter dated Waimea Kau 
May Ist, 1829. 


The state of things here is assuming a more encouraging 
aspect. The attendance at church has generally heen goud; 
on the Sabbath, the house is crowded to overflowing by at- 
tentive hearers. The Wednesday evening lectures, which 
were thinly attended, except when there was 
be married, are now also crowded. There is a prayer 
meeting, conducted by native members, attended by what 
would be called a large congregation, on a week d 
home. Mr. Whitney has lately opened a mee 
ry, which T think will Le prodactive of good; considerable 
feeling is already manifest in it. We have also revived a 
female prayer meeting, which, before our arrival, had heen 
given up, ‘ut it is now increased to at least two hundred 
persons.
